MAC  MURPHY  JOINS  HOCKEY  HALL  OF  FAME 


A.  MacDonald  Murphy,  former  Chairman  of  the 
GDA  English  Department,  Director  of  Athletics,  and 
long-time  Head  Hockey  Coach  at  the  Academy,  was  re- 
cently honored  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Hockey 
Coaches'  Association  by  election  to  that  group's  Hall  of 
Fame. 

Mac  was  inducted  into  the  "Hall"  at  a  dinner  held 
March  12,  1979,  at  the  Garden  Club  in  the  Boston  Gar- 
den. Inducted  along  with  Mac  were  "Red"  Kelley,  for- 
mer coach  at  Rindge  Tech;  John  Krol,  former  coach  at 
Watertown  High  School;  and  Tom  Moon,  former  Bos- 
ton Olympics  goalie  and  Lexington  High  School  coach. 

The  following  citation  was  read  at  the  occasion: 

"  'Mac'  Murphy  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1929  and 
began  a  teaching  career  at  Governor  Dummer  which 
extended  from  1931-1974.  For  his  first  twelve  years  he 
was  assistant  hockey  coach  and  from  1943-1962  he  was 
the  head  coach.  His  teams  were  noted  for  their  spirit, 


their  excellent  positional  play,  and  their  love  of  the 
game.  His  strongest  squads  came  in  the  1944-1947  era, 
before  the  beginning  of  the  Independent  School 
League. 

'  'Mac'  was  one  of  the  originators  of  that  league  in 
1950  and  has  earned  a  well-deserved  reputation  as  one 
of  the  founding  fathers  of  private  school  hockey.  The 
esteem  in  which  he  has  been  held  by  his  counterparts 
is  clearly  shown  by  a  recent  development.  Early  in  this 
month,  the  Eberhart  Hockey  Division  (of  which  Gover- 
nor Dummer  is  a  member)  conducted  its  first  post-sea- 
son tournament,  and  at  stake  for  the  winner  was  the  A. 
MacDonald  Murphy  Bowl. 

"To  everyone  who  has  known  'Mac,'  he  is  the  perfect 
gentleman,  the  'Renaissance  Man'  —  and  he  has  had 
an  extremely  positive  influence  on  the  hundreds  of 
skaters  who  have  had  the  good  fortune  to  play  for  him 
as  a  coach  and  know  him  as  a  person."

The  Inaugural  Address  of  Dr.  David  W.  Ellis  '54, 13th  President  of  Lafayette  College. 

DAVID  ELLIS  '54  BECOMES  LAFAYETTE  PRESIDENT 


"If  we  pause  for  a  moment  and  try  to  detect  what  is 
on  the  horizon  for  higher  education  in  the  last  quarter 
of  the  twentieth  century,  the  resulting  list  of  issues  is 
awe-producing.  We  will  need  to  deal  with,  for  exam- 
ple, the  prospect  of  reduced  enrollments  and  possibly 
realignment  of  national  priorities  vis-a-vis  higher  edu- 
cation. There  are  also  the  increasing  fiscal  crunch;  the 
development  of  new  teaching  methods;  the  advancing 
average  age  of  faculties  and  the  increased  concern  for 
faculty  renewal;  the  growing  complexity  and  cost  of 
scientific  and  engineering  equipment;  and  many 
more." 

So  said  Dr.  David  W.  Ellis,  GDA  '54,  in  his  inaugural 
address  as  13th  president  of  Lafayette  College  on  Octo- 
ber 20, 1978. 

"With  the  impact  of  higher  education  on  the  lives  of 
individual  students  as  our  central  concern,  in  the  long 
run  we  should  expect  to  have  promoted  maturity  in 
three  facets  of  the  student's  adult  life:  earning  a  living, 
functioning  in  society,  and  living  with  oneself." 

After  graduating  from  Governor  Dummer,  Dave  Ellis 
received  his  B.A.  degree  from  Haverford  College,  ma- 
joring in  chemistry  and  graduating  with  honors  in  1958. 
He  held  a  duPont  teaching  fellowship  in  chemistry 
while  a  graduate  student  at  M.I.T.,  from  which  he  re- 
ceived his  Ph.D.  in  1962.  He  spent  the  next  16  years  in  a 
variety  of  administrative  capacities  at  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire,  where  he  was  serving  as  Vice  Presi- 
dent for  Academic  Affairs  when  tapped  by  Lafayette  for 
the  presidency. 


Dr.  Ellis  follows  both  his  father  and  grandfather  in  a 
family  tradition  of  college  presidents  —  he  may  be  the 
only  college  president  in  the  country  with  such  a  family 
background.  His  father,  Dr.  Calvert  N.  Ellis,  succeeded 
his  father,  Dr.  Charles  Calvert  Ellis,  in  the  presidency  of 
Juniata  College  in  1943.  Asked  if  this  influenced  his 
choice  of  careers,  Dr.  Ellis  answered,  "Yes,  —  nega- 
tively. It's  very  hard  to  grow  up  in  the  home  of  a  col- 
lege president  without  seeing  firsthand  some  of  the 
negative  aspects  of  higher  education." 

However,  it  apparently  was  obvious  to  someone  at 
Governor  Dummer  that  he  was  a  potential  college 
president,  for  the  1954  Milestone  observed  that  he  was 
"perpetually  apprehensive  about  his  sky-high  aver- 
age." In  fact,  the  influence  of  an  academic  environ- 
ment was  evident  when  he  arrived  here,  because  it  was 
clear  that  he  had  already  been  in  an  atmosphere  where 
people  were  interested  in  ideas.  Mac  Murphy  remem- 
bers Dave  as  a  student  who  was  excited  by  ideas,  and 
who  made  stimulating  conversation  about  them. 

"David  Ellis  will  be  43  in  February.  He  is  of  average 
height  and  build,  and  has  a  pleasant,  relaxed  air  about 
him.  He  smiles  often  and  easily.  He  is  not  overpower- 
ing or  intimidating.  Indeed,  he  often  prefers  to  listen 
rather  than  talk,  and  to  ask  questions  rather  than  an- 
swer them.  Before  he  answers  a  question,  he  pauses  to 
order  his  thoughts  and  then  speaks  with  to-the-point 
directness.  Often  his  answers  are  itemized  with  the  ele- 
ments in  order  of  priority,  revealing  a  scientist's  mind 
at  work.  He  frequently  prefaces  his  remarks  with  a  hu- 
morous throw-away  line." 


This  is  the  way  Dave  Ellis  was  described  in  the  fall 
issue  of  the  Lafayette  Alumni  Quarterly  in  an  article 
written  by  Alumni  Publications  Editor  Robert  A.  Clark. 
What  follows  is  excerpted  from  that  article. 

Dr.  Ellis  always  managed  to  teach  chemistry  courses 
at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  even  when  he  oc- 
cupied top-level  administrative  posts  there.  He  wants 
to  continue  to  teach  at  Lafayette,  "but  that  can  wait 
until  after  I  do  a  lot  more  listening  and  learning.  1  cer- 
tainly will  find  a  way  to  teach.  I  am  not  sure  whether  it 
will  be  a  full  semester  course  or  not,  but  I  will  find  a 
way  to  be  involved  with  students  in  the  classroom  or 
laboratory." 

For  now,  he  is  becoming  acclimated  to  the  demand- 
ing schedule  of  the  chief  executive  of  Lafayette  Col- 
lege, a  job  he  finds  "both  challenging  and 
exhilarating."  What  comprises  a  typical  day  for  the 
president?  "It's  hard  to  say  what's  typical,"  he  com- 
ments, "since  every  day  seems  to  hold  its  own  unique 
challenges  and  surprises.  But  it  might  go  something 
like  this.  We  are  normally  awakened  by  our  daughter, 
Kathryn,  who  leaves  the  house  before  7  a.m.  to  board 
the  bus  to  Shawnee  Intermediate  School.  I  sometimes 
watch  the  news  on  TV,  then  walk  to  the  office  and  ar- 
rive at  7:45  a.m.  or  so.  I  cherish  the  first  hour.  It  is  an 
uninterrupted  time  to  get  my  thoughts  together  or  to 
review  any  problems  for  the  day.  Occasionally,  that 
early  morning  time  is  used  for  a  meeting  on  an  issue 
that  has  some  urgency. 

"The  morning  and  afternoon  are  normally  taken  up 
with  three  kinds  of  activity,  the  first  two  of  which  pre- 
dominate. The  first  activity  is  meetings  that  have  been 
set  up,  usually  by  others,  on  issues  of  concern  to  them 
that  affect  the  College  and  in  which  they  would 
like  me  involved  in  some  way.  The  second  major  cate- 
gory would  be  committees  of  one  kind  or  another, 
where  I  would  be  expected  to  be  there  because  of  a 
particular  topic  on  the  agenda.  The  third  category  is  an 
important  one  to  me  —  taking  the  time  to  meet  faculty, 
administrators,  and  students,  individually,  and  prefera- 
bly in  their  offices.  I  haven't  had  as  much  time  to  do 
that  as  I  would  like,  but  that  which  I  have  been  able  to

do  I  have  found  very  helpful.  It's  a  way  to  acquire  an 
understanding  of  people's  views  of  the  College  —  the 
opportunities,  the  frustrations,  and  what  they  would 
like  to  see  the  president  doing  or  not  doing.  It  gives  me 
a  chance  to  learn  firsthand  what  the  perceived  prob- 
lems are,  as  well  as  some  ideas  about  how  to  deal  with 
them." 

A  native  of  Pennsylvania  who  has  spent  the  past  20 
years  in  New  England,  David  Ellis  admits  he  misses 
"being  close  to  the  rugged  New  England  coastline." 
But  he  and  Marion  and  their  three  daughters  —  Kath- 
ryn, 14,  Lorna,  11,  and  Audrey,  8  —  have  admired  the 
beauty  of  the  Lehigh  Valley's  hills  and  rivers  on  their 
few  excursions  over  back  roads. 

One  of  Dr.  Ellis's  "prime  escapes"  from  the  pressures 
of  his  responsibilities  is  now  several  hundred  miles 
away  —  a  cabin  on  the  coast  of  Maine.  He  will  still  go 
there  with  his  family  —  "to  relax,  read,  hike,  split  some 
wood."  When  he  is  unable  to  get  away,  President  Ellis 
relaxes  "by  doing  something  different,  not  by  just 
doing  nothing,"  he  says.  "I  very  seldom  watch  TV  or 
just  sit  and  listen  to  music.  I  will  occasionally  read  for 
the  fun  ot  if  —  historical  novels  for  the  most  part.  I  re- 
cently started  James  Michener's  Chesapeake.  I  enjoy 
playing  a  game  of  cards  with  my  children  and  walking 
the  dog  (a  boxer  named  Tia).  But  I  relax  by  working 
with  my  hands  —  fixing  up  old  furniture,  weeding  the 
garden,  splitting  wood."  He  is  concerned  about  the 
limited  amount  of  exercise  he  has  been  getting. 
"Maybe  cross-country  skiing  will  be  the  answer,"  he 
says,,  "if  there  is  enough  snow." 


STUDENTS  TAKE 
TO  THE  AIR 

On  Wednesday  evenings  at  7:00  p.m.,  John  Robert- 
son arrives  at  the  Frost  Building,  descends  the  stairs 
into  the  basement  and  enters  a  door  across  from  the 
school  archives  leading  to  what  used  to  be  music  prac- 
tice rooms. 

John  enters  and  turns  on  the  "exciter"  to  warm  up 
the  crystal  for  his  8:00  show  and  sets  the  crystal  at  the 
correct  frequency.  While  the  system  warms  up,  John 
listens  to  music  and  makes  selections  from  the  records 
he  has  brought  with  him.  It  is  just  before  air  time.  The 
transmitter  is  turned  on  and  the  leveling  amp  control- 
ling the  volume  and  level  of  distortion  is  adjusted  along 
with  the  internal  speakers.  At  8:00  the  show  starts, 

"Good  evening,  this  is  WQLI  in  Byfield,  88.7  F.M." 

John  Robertson  is  one  of  several  students  involved 
with  the  school  radio  station  which,  since  1973,  has 
been  licensed  and  broadcasting  for  the  GDA  commu- 
nity and  other  audiences  within  a  ten-mile  radius  of  the 
school. 

"As  a  ten  watt  monaural  station  we  run  basically  on 
weeknights,  though  hopefully  we'll  have  more  sched- 
uling this  spring,"  John  comments. 

The  Radio  Club  currently  operates  with  a  member- 
ship of  about  20  students.  The  officers  include  Jim 
Ronan  79,  Program  Manager;  Jeff  Segil  '80,  Station 
Manager;  Steve  Moheban  '80  and  Jeff  Bailey  '80,  Trea- 


surers; and  Mark  Winer  79,  Secretary.  Faculty  Advisor 
Roger  Smith  '68  acts  as  a  liaison  between  the  club  and 
the  administration,  but  otherwise  WQLI  is  fairly  auton- 
omous. 

One  reason  the  station  can  function  on  its  own  is  the 
training  required  of  the  staff. 

"QLI  doesn't  need  an  engineer,"  continues  Robert- 
son. "The  D.J.'s  are  qualified  to  run  the  equipment  be- 
cause they  have  taken  the  Element  2  Exam."  This 
involves  testing  for  a  third  class  radio/telephone  li- 
cense permitting  one  to  operate  a  non-commercial  ed- 
ucational F.M.  station. 

Students  currently  qualified  to  broadcast  include 
John  Robertson  '80,  Matt  Tomlinson  '80,  Dave  Critics 
'81,  Janine  Bruce  '80,  Steve  Moheban  '80,  John  Perlow- 
ski  79,  Russ  Savrann  '80,  and  Jeff  Segil  '80.  Because  the 
station  does  not  own  a  record  library,  D.J.'s  provide 
their  own  albums,  resulting  in  the  presentation  of  a  va- 
riety of  musical  tastes.  Soft  rock,  punk  rock,  big  band 
sounds,  and  other  music  all  find  air  time,  providing  di- 
versity in  both  the  programming  and  the  listening  audi- 
ence. "Ultimate  trivia,"  a  selection  of  questions  asked 
of  the  listening  audience,  is  also  a  regular  feature. 

In  addition  to  providing  entertainment,  the  experi- 
ence also  gives  students  a  "feel"  for  radio,  which  for 
most  teenagers  is  a  fairly  important  part  of  their  lives. 
The  future  of  WQLI  is  in  good  hands,  limited  only  by 
the  budget,  the  students'  personal  supply  of  records, 
and  their  imagination. 


FAST  RAISES  MONEY 
AND  AWARENESS 


Oftentimes  people  don't  know  how  lucky  they  really 
are,  but  they  do  think  about  their  bad  luck  when  it 
seemsto  be  turning  against  them.  Mr.  Tindall,  the  Reli- 
gion teacher,  took  a  small  group  of  students  from  GDA, 
and  invited  about  five  students  from  Exeter  Academy, 
to  spend  a  weekend  retreat  at  a  house  in  Ipswich.  The 
weekend  seemed  to  turn  against  us  in  every  way,  from 
no  heat  to  no  water;  in  spite  of  this,  all  of  us  really  en- 
joyed ourselves. 

The  two  important  results  which  came  out  of  this 
weekend  were  a  realization  that  we  actually  did  not 
have  it  that  bad  (even  without  water  and  heat),  which 
eventually  caused  us  to  think  about  people  who  are 
less  fortunate  than  ourselves. 

The  Governor  Dummer  students  present  decided  to 
hold  a  fast  at  school  for  one  lunch,  primarily  to  raise 
the  student  awareness  of  other  people's  needs,  but  also 
to  raise  money  which  would  be  sent  to  OXFAM,  a 
world-wide  organization  which  gives  food  to  needy 
families.  Thanks  to  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Sumner  in 
the  kitchen,  the  GDA  business  manager  Mr.  Cham- 
poux,  and  Mr.  Ragle,  we  were  able  to  sign  292  people 
to  fast  for  lunch  on  Thursday,  February  22. 

As  a  result  of  the  students'  keeping  their  promises, 
only  90  people  in  the  entire  school  ate,  and  the  sum  of 
$167  will  be  sent  to  OXFAM  during  this  March  vaca- 
tion. Because  of  this  success,  the  "GDA  Fast  Commit- 
tee" is  now  in  the  process  of  planning  a  second  fast  for 
this  spring.  Thanks  —  to  everyone  involved.

TEACHING/ADMINISTRATION 

CAPABILITIES 

Governor  Dummer  is  about  to  become  the  recipient 
of  a  new  Wang  2200T  Computing  System  through  the 
generosity  of  Courtney  Wang  '74.  The  gift  was  recently 
announced  by  Director  of  Studies  Richard  N.  Leavitt 
who  worked  with  Courtney  to  develop  the  best  possi- 
ble system  for  the  school's  needs. 

"The  new  system  is  designed  for  compatibility  and 
inter-communication  with  our  current  Wang  2200A 
model,"  said  Leavitt. 

The  new  2200T  system  will  initially  involve  two  new, 
larger  work  stations  with  video  screen  output  and  mini- 
diskette "personal"  program  library  storage. 

"Each  station  will  be  able  to  access  a  high-speed  line 
printer  for  output  and  a  large  disk  for  mass  data  and 
program  storage,"  Dick  continued.  "The  system  will 
also  be  accompanied  by  appropriate,  modern  support 
furniture." 

One  obvious  advantage  to  this  new  system  will  be  the 
increased  access  that  students  will  enjoy  because  of  the 
expanded  number  of  terminals.  Another  advantage 
will  be  the  more  sophisticated  capabilities  which  will 
enrich  both  the  current  required  curriculum  and  the 
elective  portion. 

The  system,  which  has  a  value  of  approximately  $43,- 
000,  has  also  been  received  with  the  intention  of  apply- 
ing it  to  support  routine  work  in  the  Development 
Office  and  the  Office  of  the  Director  of  Studies. 

With  delivery  anxiously  anticipated  in  late  April,  the 
hearty  number  of  students  involved  with  the  current 
system  as  an  extracurricular  interest  will  no  doubt  find 
great  use  for  this  generous  gift.

WINTER  ATHLETICS 


It  was  the  most  heartbreaking  loss  one  could  imag- 
ine. The  Governor  Dummer  men's  basketball  team 
had  led  most  of  the  way  in  the  championship  game  of 
the  New  England  Class  C  tournament,  and  was  ahead 
by  one  point  with  5  seconds  remaining.  Thayer  brought 
the  ball  the  length  of  the  court  and  put  up  an  off-bal- 
ance, excuse-me  shot  —  that  went  in  at  the  buzzer. 

Thus  the  Governors  had  to  be  content  with  their  sec- 
ond Division  Championship  in  two  years  this  time 
around,  and  with  the  selection  of  junior  guard  Tony 
Thomas  as  co-MVP  of  the  tournament.  The  week  be- 
fore, the  Governors  had  lost  the  Independent  School 
League  Championship  in  another  incredible  thriller  — 
also  by  one  point,  and  also  to  Thayer.  Last  year  GDA 
defeated  Thayer  in  both  of  these  events,  so  it  is  perhaps 
appropriate  that  the  league's  two  best  teams  should 
split  the  honors  over  a  period  of  two  seasons. 

Certainly  it  was  another  great  year  for  Coach  Tom 
Tindall's  outstanding  team,  as  they  ran  through  the 
league  with  a  13-1  record  in  the  regular  season.  Tony 
Thomas  and  Derek  Spears  again  earned  All-League 
honors,  as  did  sophomore  Terrence  Talley.  The  MVP 
award  will  be  announced  when  the  student  body  re- 
turns from  vacation  in  April. 


The  women's  basketball  team  began  the  season  with 
only  three  returning  lettermen  and,  with  the  first  six 
games  on  the  road,  started  off  with  only  a  win  over 
Middlesex  to  show  for  their  efforts.  With  the  next  four 
games  at  home,  the  team  was  determined  to  put  the 
losses  behind  them  and  go  out  and  win. 

The  streak  began  with  a  crushing  win  over  St.  Mark's, 
built  to  a  solid  victory  over  St.  Paul's,  and  ended  with  a 
decisive  win  over  an  aggressive  Worcester  squad.  The 
team  was  on  fire  with  everyone  playing  well  and,  more 
importantly,  as  a  team.  Moments  of  brilliance  were 
seen  on  the  court  as  Sue  Perry  sank  incredible  hook 
shots,  Randy  Tye  and  Anita  von  Henneberg  snagged 
rebound  after  rebound,  and  the  alert  guards  set  up  in- 
genious plays.  The  outstanding  play  of  Randy  Tye,  the 
team's  captain,  and  sophomore  Sue  Perry,  resulted  in 
their  selection  as  co-MVP's  of  this  year's  team. 


The  volleyball  team,  in  only  its  second  year  of  exis- 
tence, finished  with  a  fine  8-4  record.  Captain  Abbey 
Woodbury,  the  team's  only  senior  and  number  one 
setter,  earned  the  MVP  award.  Liz  Evans  was  the  num- 
ber two  setter,  and  Sally  Lee's  excellent  serve  pulled 
out  both  the  B.B.  &  N.  and  Pingree  games.  Vinca  In- 
gram was  the  team's  best  spiker,  while  Carol  Sterge  and 
Ginny  Bushell  were  good  spikers  who  were  also  adept 
at  recovering  opponent's  spikes.  Benay  Lazo  and  Sally 
Degan  came  off  the  bench  to  provide  consistent  help. 
The  team  was  greatly  aided  by  Iranian  students  Kash 
Nourizadeh  and  Amir  Forsat,  whose  superior  knowl- 
edge of  the  game  made  them  valuable  assistant 
coaches  to  Coach  Betsy  Clark. 


Winter  track  at  Governor  Dummer  is  a  team  without 
a  home.  Even  with  all  their  meets  on  the  road,  the  team 
enjoyed  a  successful  season.  Senior  Andy  Linn,  who 
was  named  MVP,  ran  the  50-yard  dash  in  5.65  seconds, 
just  .05  off  the  school  record;  in  one  meet,  he  won  the 
50  while  competing  against  college  sophomores.  Team 
members  participated  in  a  five-mile  road  race  in  New- 
buryport  in  January,  with  Matt  Palais  placing  16th  out 
of  150  runners  and  winning  the  first-place  trophy  for 
runners  age  17  and  under.  The  Governors  finished 
third  in  the  Interscholastics  at  Moses  Brown,  with  the 
boys  taking  16  ribbons.  In  a  girls'  meet,  our  four  com- 
petitors won  five  events  among  them,  and  in  another, 
Neda  Kalhori  won  the  mile  in  5:56.9,  the  fastest  ever  by 
a  girl  on  the  Andover  track. 


The  hockey  team  was  disappointed  with  its  7-8-2  rec- 
ord, but  the  players  endured  the  rigors  of  the  league's 
only  remaining  outdoor  rink,  including  many  hours  of 
lost  practice,  and  provided  some  exciting  moments  for 
their  loyal  and  frozen  fans.  The  best  game  of  the  year 
was  an  amazing  6-3  defeat  of  eventual  league  cham- 
pion Middlesex,  and  on  their  ice,  no  less.  The  second 
successive  shutout  over  Brooks  on  their  ice  in  two  years 
was  also  a  great  game,  ending  in  a  0-0  tie. 

Co-captains  Dave  Smith  and  Steve  Perry  provided 
strong  leadership  and  were  co-recipients  of  the 
Coach's  Cup  at  the  end  of  the  season.  All-League  goal- 
tender  Dave  Lothrop,  who  played  in  51  out  of  a  possi- 
ble 52  games  during  his  GDA  career,  facing  1,541  shots 
and  stopping  1,326  of  them  (all  GDA  records),  was 
named  MVP. 


Heb  Evans'  wrestling  team  was  perhaps  the  surprise 
of  the  league,  rising  from  a  mediocre  record  last  year  to 
become  one  of  the  best  teams  in  the  league  when  ev- 
eryone was  healthy,  which  wasn't  often.  Big  victories 
included  wins  over  Class  A  teams  Andover  and  Mount 
Hermon,  and  a  notable  tri-meet  sweep  versus  B.B.  &  N. 
and  Portsmouth  Priory  which  resulted  in  an  unprece- 
dented double  shutout:  not  one  GDA  wrestler  lost  a 
single  match. 

In  the  Christmas  Tournament  the  squad  tied  with 
Milton,  the  eventual  league  champions,  but  at  the  end 
of  the  season  only  six  of  the  original  12  starters  re- 
mained in  one  piece.  So  outstanding  were  these  six 
"survivors"  that  they  all  shared  the  MVP  award:  Mike 
Morrison  (115),  Andy  Morrison  (127),  Chris  Stafford 
(145),  Tom  Bigelow  (152),  Dave  Callen  (167),  and  Gary 
Bostwick  (177)  —  and  five  of  these  MVP's  will  return 
next  year! 

In  the  Independent  School  League  tourney,  three 
Governors  placed  second  and  three  came  in  third,  for 
fifth  place  out  of  17  teams.  And  in  the  New  England 
Tournament,  sophomore  Andy  Morrison  became 
GDA's  first  New  England  champion  in  six  years  when 
he  captured  the  127  pound  title.
